BETHLEHEM EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO. 


In a talk before the Engineers Club of Philadel- 
phia, W. H. Jaques, late lieutenant U.S. Navy, gave 
this description of the exhibit of the Bethlehem 
Iron Ce., at the Chicago Exhibit, which is the best 
we have seen thus far: 

Entering the Transportation Building from the 
South and passing the very impressive and instruc- 
tive model of the International 8. 8. Co. even those 
who are unacguainted with the products of the 
Bethlehem Iron p argeem J are attracted to the 
gigantic structure that strides the main aisle like 
the Colossus of Rhodes. It is an exact reproduction 
of Bethlehem’s 125 ton steam hammer—the largest 
in the world—under which the heaviest armor 
plates are finished and shaped. 

i have been frequently asked why Betblehem’s 
Exhibit was placed in the Transportation Building, 
and I must confess that my first impression was that 
the location was not pertinent. Further thought, 
however, convinced me that it was not inappropriate 
to place the hammer amid the models and sectional 
plans of the battle and merchant ships that require 
the products of the forge. It towers, pinety-one 
feet in height tothe very roof beams and 80 ex- 
cellent have the wood and staff been molded to- 

ether that to all appearances the model is solid 
ron. The anvil-block could not be shownin pace 
as it would obstruct the passageway. As a descrip~ 
tiou of this hammer may interest you I will read 
some details that I prepared for Mr. Swank for the 
last edition of his ‘History of lron and Steel.” 

Altbough since the completion of the Park 
Brothers 17-ton hammer, two others of moderate 
eas cen have been erected: viz: the 20-ton 

ammer of the Latrobe Steel Works and the Mid- 
vale hammer of 30-tons both employing top steam 
to increase their forging power, it has been left for 
the Bethlehem Company to add to its already 
splendidly equipped plant, the largest and most effi- 
cient hammer in the world, a single acting instru- 
ment of 125 tons. The building in which this hammer 
itself bas been erected is 500 feet long and is located 
on ground that was partly an island and partly the 
bed of the southern channel of the Lebigh River, 
turned from its course to provide the hammer site. 

A pit 80 feet square was excavated below the 
water level and piles were thickly driven both for 
the anvil foundation and hammer frames. The 
stone walls for supporting the latter have a depth 
of 30 feet, separated from the anvil foundation lest 
any sinking ot this latter should affect the frame- 
work of the structure itself. 

The hammer rises to a height of 90 feet from the 
floorline. The housings proper are each composed 
of two parte, the lower ones weighing 71 tons each, 
the upper Ones 48 tons each. These are bolted to- 
gether and surmounted by an entabiature of 61 tons 
carrying a 76-inch cylinder 24 feet high. Tne hous- 
ings are clamped to base plates, each 10 feet by 8 
feet and weighing 56 tone, giving a 42 feet longi- 
tudinal width of frame anda working floor width 
inside of housing of 22 feet. 

A 16-inch steel — rod 40 feet long actuates the 
enormoustup which is composed of three parts, 
two forming the ram, a third, the die. The hammer 
is single acting, steam lifting only, the total weight 
of falling parte, length of strcke and gravity govern- 
ing the work done. 

The anvil foundation consists of piles driyen to 
bed rock or gravel, timber frames, cork and sbhav- 
ings cusbion, steel slabs and 22 iron blocks carefully 
machined and fitted formiog a metal mass of 1,800 
tons arranged in the form of a pyramid. ‘To secure 
an even floor for working, the spaces between the 
frame and anvil foundations are closed with crib- 
bing leaving exposed only the anvil block. 

The special valve gears di signed at Bethlehem 
have worked most satisfactorily, one man easily 
controlling the motions with one hand. The bam- 
mer is served by four heating furnaces conven- 
iently placed and by four gigantic cranes each of 
300 tons capacity having longitudinal, transverse, 
vertical and turning motions,by which every position 
and movement of tho forging can be easily con- 
trolled. In describing this hammer as one of 125 tons it 
is meant tbat the weight of tup (including die) piston 
and rod is 125 tone, which falling a distance of 1644 
feet (full stroke) without top steam produces the 
full power of the hammer.

n describing these hammers, the weight given is the sum 
of the moving parts, i. €., piston, piston-rod, tup and die. 
Those marked (1) are top steam hammers. Those marked 
(2) are single-acting hammers, 

Begun in 1889, the Bethlehem hammer was suc- 
cessfully put in operation June 30, 1891, since which 
time many buge forgings for armor plates and other 
war and structural material have been shaped un- 
der it. Bethlehem’s exhibit is divided into three 
sections. Turning to the left and passing through 
the arch framed in one of the 71 ton housings of the 
hammer lege, the first section is entered. 

To the left toward the stairway are two immense 
steel forgings for the tube or barrel and jacket of a 
Navy 13-inch B. L. rifle. They are splendid exam- 
ples of hydraulic hollow steel forgings. 

In the corner near the staircase is the nickel-steel 
ventilator armor for the monitor Puritan, seven 
feet in diameter, forged in one piece without welds. 
In the front of this section isa Navy 12-inch B. L. 
rifle fabricated at the Washington Navy-yard of 
Bethlehem’s fluid compressed, hydraulic forged 
steel. Lt weigns 45.2 tons, is 37 feet long, has a muz- 
zle velocity of 20U0 feet seconds and fires a 850 
pound projectile with 425 pounds of powder with 
an energy sufficient to perforate 2214 iuches of iron. 

On the right of the second section is a model of a 
148 ton steel armor plate ingot. Directly opposite is 
a pile of forged steel hoops, beyond which are three 








splendid examples of steel armor. The largest is 

curved 17 inch nickel steel plate, one of thirteen re- 
uired to form a barbette of the battleship Indiana.

The next is one of Bethlehem’s celebrated case- 
bardened nickel steel plates, 10% inches thick, which 
was subjected to an attack of the enormous energy 
of 25,040 tons, during which the five 8incb, 250 Ib. 
Holtzer armor- piercing shells lost their identity and 
were completely pulverized, without seriously in- 
juring the plate. The third plate is the first heavy 
steel armor plate made inthe United States. It is 
113¢ inches thick and was tested in 1891. 

1n this section is ore of the most remarkable ar- 
ticles of the Exhibit—a fluid-compressed steel ingot 
15 feet long, 54 inches in diameter, weighing 48.3 
tons. From a similar ingot weighing 65 tons, the 
axle of the famous Ferris wheel was made. The 
third section contains a hollow hydraulic forged 
shaft 67 feet long and 20 inches in diameter, fo 
in one piece. 

Tbe paddle shaft for the Old Colony steamer Purt- 
tan and the crank shaft for the U. S. cruiser Minne- 
apolis are splendid specimens of finished work. The 

xhibit also includes a smooth forged trunnion 
hoop for 12 inch Army gun, Whitehead torpedo, air 
flasks, air cushions, cylinders, sections of rails, 
specimens of nickel steel, ete. All of the block forg- 
ings are just as they came from the hydraulic press, 
a few narrow rings being machined to show the 
excellent quality of the metal.

THE GORTON STEAM HEATING BOILER. 


REAvERS of the JouRNAL have on several oc- 
casions had their attention drawn to the Gorton 
steam heating boiler, as we have noted its many at- 
tractive points of excellence and the extremely 
favorable results which have attended its adoption 
at Fort Sheridan, Willet’s Point, Governor’s Island, 
West Point and other Army posts. The manu- 
facturers, Messrs. Gorton and Lidgerwood :Com- 
pany, 96 Liberty street, New York City, have re- 
cently received the official ribbon of award from 
the Jury of Awards at the recent Columbian Ex- 
position, which precedes the presentation of the 
medal itself. From evidence at hand, the examina- 
tion of thia class of exhibits was undertaken by a 
jury exceptionally well qualified to extend an 
opinion worthy of general acceptance. Undersuch 
circumstances the award made the Gorton boiler 
assumes a value not to be computed by usual arith- 
metrical methods, and claims for this widely known 
system of warming structures of all kinds, the at- 
tention and investigation of persons desiring the 
most economical, healthful and satisfactory heat- 
ing service. 

During the year just closing the number of these 
boilers in use in the Service, warming officera’ quar- 
tere, mesa halls, barracks, etc., has been augmented 
by the adoption of eight No. 3 Gorton improved 
steam heating boilers at Sackett’s Harbor, N.Y., four 
No. 3 boilers at Governor's Island, N. Y. Harbor.; 
four No. 3 boilers at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt.; two No. 
5 and one No. 2 boilers at West Point, N. Y.; and 
one No. 3 boiier at Willet’s Point, N. Y. In addi- 
tion, Lieut. Col. W. A. Marye, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, U.S. A., Fortress Monroe, Va., has recently 
placed a No. 3 Gorton boiler in his residence, It is 
of interest to state considering the general cry of 
“dull times,”’ that the business done by the makors 
of the Gorton boiler, during the current twelve 
months has been largely in excess of that noted in 
previous years. 














A TYPICAL CAVALRY INSPECTION, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


COLONEL HuGHES, perhaps the best Inspector in 
the Army, bas been here, and required the follow- 
ing, viz.: “Troop dril!;” then movements “forward 
and backward,” to see if horses “‘moved and halted 
at command,” aud were properly gathered ; “‘wheel- 
ings by fours”’ in circles, to see that pivots turned 
on their own ground; taking distances to the front 
and turnings on “fore hand and haunches,”’ passages 
to the “right and left,’’ and sabre exercwe. The 
equadron was then formed and drilled in “close and 
extended order ;” “forming for attack ;” *“‘charging 
as foragers,” firing pistols; “rallying and charging” 
by troop and equadron with sabre; then dismount- 
ing two troops; advancing by rushes firing volleys 
with carbine, and with their assault and rapid fire; 
the two troops on the flank charged: then outpoats 
and Cossack posts were thrown out and advance 
guards, as required by Wagner; then followed paes- 
age in review at a walk,'trot, and gallop; and inspec- 
tion of troops, pack mules, loading and unloading 
cargoes, and condition of red cross wagon. 

The second day “io horse” was sounded, and in 
five minutes the equadron was formed on the road 
in column of twos, and started through Virginia 
mud at atrot over the road marked off, 54¢ miles, 
making the distance in exactly 41 minutes and 30 
seconds, at the regulation gait of eight miles an hour 
not one horse in the command having any gait but 
the trot. The Inspector followed in the rear on his 
horse and observed the above, 

This may be called a typical cavalry inspection 
for service—for which cavalry is maintained—and 
it was refreshing not to have the condition of the 
command judged bya man’s button being upside 
down. Except on command only the walk and trot 
are allowed at post. A citizen in Washington re- 
marked it was the only cavairy command he had 
ever seen who could trot—the gait for cavalry (ex- 
cept preceding acharge, the gallop..

AN AUXILIARY NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


WITHIN the past few weeks it has been demon. 
strated that the United States can in four weeks 
convert a coastwise steamer, peacefully engaged in 
the transportation of merchandise, into an excel. 
lent auxiliary cruiser, well armed, manned and 
equipped, (leaving out the dynamite gun—which js 
as yet an unknown factor) with a first class second. 
ary battery of rapid fire and machine guns and tor. 
pedoes. When the converted cruiser Nictheroy left 
the port of New York she was equipped and man. 
ned in precisely the same manner as she would 
have been had she left in search of an enemy of the 
United States. Everything about her was Ameri- 
cap from keel to truck—manned by Americans— 
every one, seven-tenths of whom had-been in the 
Service. To all intents and purposes she was and is 
American and notwithstanding the fact that we 
have now a really serviceable Navy, which is in- 
creasing every year, there is no doubt that in the 
event of war we should rely mainly upon our mer. 
chant cruisers for support. 

The vital question raised is: How many of them 
can we turn out in the event of war ?—and this will, 
in all probability, depend upon four things: The 
number of available vessels; the amount of avail- 
able ordnance and ammunition; a sufficiency of 
dock yards, iron works, etc., at which to fit them 
out; officers:and crews tv manthem. By “avail- 
able” steamships we mean thosein active service 
with a maintainable speed of not less than fifteen 
knots, good coal capacity, combined with sea. 
worthiness. 

With regard to a sufficiency of ordnance and am. 
munition there would be more difficulty. It is bard. 
ly possible that the Nictheroy would nave been able 
to get away in the short time in which she did, had 
it not been for the fact that most of her ordnance 
and her search lights came directly on from the 
Fair, where they had been on exhibition. This was 
8 most fortunate coincidence for President Peixoto, 
and only for it he might yet be in search of his im- 
promptu navy. 

This defect, the mentoteney of ordnance and 
ammunition, would be more likely to be felt in 
time of war than anything else, and we might have 
to equip our merchant cruisers with the old smooth 
bores which would be worse than useless. There 
would also be an utter dearth of torpedoes—with 
which we would hardly be able to supply the Reg- 
ular Navy, much less the auxiliary. The third re. 
quirement there would not be much trouble about, 
asthedock yards and iron works of the whole 
country would be thrown open to us. 

As regards officers and men to man our merchant 
marinein case of war,a great advance has been 
made in this direction by the formation of the sey- 
eral battalions of Naval Raserve, who would prove 
invaluable for just this service, commanded, as they 
are, by officers who have seen many years’ service 
in the Navy. They form a splendid auxiliary force 
nearly a third as strong asthe reguliare—a well 
armed, equipped, and disciplined body of men. 

So that it seems our chief necessity is to build 
and have on hand an abundance of rapid fire and 
Soaeee guns, and breech loading rifies, say four 

neh. 

The United States has always, in time of war de- 
pended in a great degree upon her merchant ma- 
rine as a naval auxiliary, and willdoso again, and 
the possession of an efficient Navy will not lessen 
this dependency in the least. We would do well to 
be prepared.

With this end in view the Auxiliary 
has made arrangements with an organ manufactory 
to furnish organs to military posts and ships of the 
Navy at half the catalogue price, and the organ! 
ordered for military posts will be forwarded by the 
u. 8, quartermaster at New York free of charge to 
the post. A fine organ can be got for from $75 to 
$125; a small instrument for $50. Sunday School 
publications will be furnished at a large discount 
from the retail prices.

Be it enacted, etc., That section 1225 of the Revised S‘at- 
utes, copcerving details of officers of the Army and Navy 
to educationr! institutions, be, and the same is hereby, 
emended so es to permit the President to detail under the 
provisions of said act not to exceed one bundred cfiicers of 
the Army of the United States; and no officer sha!) be thus 
detailed who bas not bad five years service in the Army 
and no detail to such duty sball extend for more than four 
years and officers on the retired list of the Armv may 
upun their own application be detailed to such duty and 
when so detailed sball receive the full pay of their rank; 
and the marimum number of officers of the Army and 
Navy to be oetailed at any one time under the previsions 
of the act approved January 13, 1891, amending section 1225 
of the Revised Statutes as amended by an act approved 
September 26, 1888, is hereby increased to one huadred and

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the JourRNAL, Dec. 2, one who signs his effusion 
as ‘*One of UncieSam’s Beef Eaters,” sees fit to in- 
dulge in an ill-mannered fi:ng at the societies to 
which so many of tbose in the Army and out of it, 
who fought for the Government in the War of the 
Rebellion, belong.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue British Navy is to be strengethened, and about 
$40,000 000 are to be expended, it is said, in the con- 
s.rucuon of new ships. There seems to be 8 gen- 
eral sentiment that supremacy on the sea must be 
maintained at all hazards, 

Recent letters from the Yorktown at Callac, 
Peru, indicate a great deal of aissa isfaction among 
the crew of that ship, having for its objact the harsh- 
ness of the regulations with regard to liberty and 
money. It is asserted that many desertions will 
probably occur as soon as the snip gets to a port 
from which departure can be safely made. 

THE entire clerical force ofthe Navy Department 
bas been e gaged during the jast ten days in get- 
ting into shape the voluminous correspondence on 
file bearing on the Hawaiian question. It is ex- 
pected that the whole matter, so far as the Navy De- 
partment is concerned, will be completed and turned 
over to the State Department some time early next 





week. 
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SURGEON GENERAL TRYON, of the Navy, will soon 
iesue a General Order defining the duties of medi- 
cal officers at bospitals. Under the prevent system, 
every officer bas bisown plan of defining duties and 
it bas resulted in great confusion when changes in 
the personnel eecur. Onder the new regulation the 
duties of all officers at hospitals will be outlined, 
and in future there will bea strict observance of 
the new order. 

Apvices from New London, Conn., announce that 
the Trial Board, after ficuring out the tidal allow- 
ance of the new cruiser Marblehead, found that the 
cruiser made an average speed of onlv 18744 knots. 
Consequently she is entitled to a $125,000 bonus. The 
builders of the Marblehead have, it is reported, re- 
quested the Secretary of the Navy for permission to 
make another trial. 

P. A. PAYMASTER Corwine, U.S. N., was at the 
Navy Department Jast week, and had an inter- 
view with the paymaster general on business relat- 
ing to his ship the Richmond at Newport, R. 1. Tne 
Richmond will soon be transferred to the League 
Island Navy-yard, taking the place of the old St. 
Louis. This latter ship has been condemned for 
further service and as soon as relieved by the Rich- 
mond will be stricken from the list of the Navy. 

REAR ADMIRAL GEorGE Brown, U. S. Navy, in 
command of the Norfolk Navy-yard, who has been 
in V ashineton during the past week as president of 
the Board appointed to examine Capt. Selfridge for 
promotion, has had several interviews with Secretary 
Herbert on the subj-ct of the recent conflagration 
at the vard, and it is understood that the admiral 
exonerates every one from any blamein the matter, 
the opinion prevailing that the occurrence was due 
to spontaneous combustion, 

A TELEGRAM from Newport, R. I., Dec. 11, states 
that Comdr. George A. Converse, U. 8S. N.,in charge 
of the Torpedo Station, wil! soon have a series of 
novel experiments begun off the station in the outer 
harbor to determine what would be theeff-ct np- 
on the crew of a submarine boat of the detonation 
of high explosives under water and near by. A Lay 
torpedo-boat will be used, to be subm-rged twelve 
feet. Four hundred feet away 100 pounds of gun 
cotton will be detonated, and this amount will be 
moved pearer and nearer the boat and detonated 
till the submerged veesel suffers collapse. 

A LECTURE will be delivered before the Seawan- 
haka Yacht C:ub at the Club House, 7 East Toirty- 
second street, New York, at 8.30 P. M. on Touraday, 
Dec. 21, by Dr. Fred A. Cook, an officer of Lieut. 
Peary’s first Arctic expedition, illustrated by means 
of an optical lantern in charge of Mr. William T. 
Gregg. Dr. Cook will have with him two Eskimos 
in their Arctic costume, and a dog of the same team 
as that used by Lieut. Peary in his present expedi- 
tion in search of the North Pole. During last sum- 
mer Dr. Cook made an independent expedition to 
the Polar seas in a schooner yacht, and it is his in- 
tention to describe thie cruise so minutely that any 
yachtsman, who might contemplate a similar expa- 
dition, would derive exact information as to equip- 
ment, course, methods of navigation, etc., ete. 

Tue U.S. Naval Academy at Annapolis has a well 
equipped indoor rifie range, which is largely used 
during the winter months. The description of it is 
given as follows: The building is of brick, 135 feet 
long and some 35 feet wide. There are two firing 
points, one giving a rauge of 100 feet,.the other 50 
feet. At the 50-foot point are side windows for use 
when firing from this distance; these are fitted with 
tight wooden shutters when the full range is in use. 
Ceiling and walls are psioted a dead black. At the 
target end side windows throw the targets out in 
relief. These latter are simply double frames a foot 
equare, revolving upon pins fixed into heavy posts. 
Toere isa sort ot box made of heavy iron for the 
markers, aod a boiler iron p!ate, placed at an angle 
against the end of the building, catches the bullets 
and deflects them into a sand bank at the base. At 
the 100-foot mark are two supports for mattresses, 
for firing in the prone positions. R fles for use in 
this gallery arw fitted with .22 calibre tubes, and an 
accurate score is kept of eacn cadet’? work with re- 
volver and rifle. Ventilation is secured by aper- 
tures at top and bottom all along the building, and 
at the windows at both ends. 

SURGEON GENERAL TRYON, of the Navy, is an ear- 
nest advocate of many reforms in the medical corps 
of the Navy which he believes are necessary to the 
health of officers and crew on sbipboard. He is 
now mesking an effort to have all sick bays on ships 
removeo from the berth deck to some part of the 
vessel where there is light and more air, 
and where the sick can be better cared for. 
He will also endeavor to have a _ regular 
corps of trained nurses for service on ships 
and do away with tbe present custom of selecting 
from the crews any sailors who appear to be gentle 
follows, and placing them in the sick quarters as 
pDurses—without experience, and without the first 
inkling of their duty. Ono one sbip during the 
naval review a big burly negro was selected from 
the crew to wait on a sick man below, and it is said 
the man was made worse by the presence of his un 
welcome nurse. Gen. Tryon proposes to establisb a 
corps of nurses for the service, have them enlisted 
with especial care as to their fitness and, aftera 
course of instruction at the Naval Laboratory, 
Brooklyao, send them to the naval hospitals for a 
year or two before assigning them to sea duty. He 
believes this would give the Navy excellent nurses, 
and do away with the necessity of taking men from 
the forecastie for duty in a sick bay. Difficulty is 
now found in getting sailors who are willing to per- 
form nurses’ duty.

Of equal importance 
with the prompt and unquesti ning obedience to the or- 
ders of a superior is the necessity for immediate compli- 
ance with the orders of an inferior wb, while filling a po- 
sition of trust without indeoendent authority, bas a most 
delicate duty to perform 10 compelling compliance with or- 
ders by a superior in rank, It is, accordingly, enj ined 
upon Lieut, B «stick that in bis future contact with enlisted 
men he must not failto show bimself a good example of 
subordination to the discipline of the Service, 





The Judge-Advocate General of the Navy, Capt. 8. C. 
Lemly, U. 8S. N.. in an opinion dated Washington, Dec. 11, 
1893, bolds in the Court-martial case of Sergt. Harry E. 
Winslow. U.8 M.C., that tbe Court erredin admitting as 
evidence of Winslow's previous good character a written 
statement purporting to be the affidavit of Capt. D. P. 
Mannix, U.8.M.C., who had beer summoned to appear 
before the Court as a witness and was uaable oa accou 3tof 
sickness to 89 appear, to which statemen’ he wis sworn by 
H. T, Percy, Passed Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. Navy, onduty 
at the Nava! Hospital, Washington, D.C., of which hosp? 
tal Capt. Mannix was at the time an inmate. A similar et- 
ror to the above was comnitred by the Court which con- 
vened at the Navy Yard, New York. May 20, 1893, for the 
trial of Carpenter Frank 8. Sheppard, 0. 8. Navy, and ia 
the Genera! Order (No. 50) dated June 8, 1893, promulgating 
the proceedingsof said Court, the Depari went commen 
as follows: “The dist Article f the Articles for the Gov- 
ernment of the Navy requires that: ‘Aa oathor attirma- 
tion * * * ghbali be administered to all witnesses before 
any Court-martial, by the President thereof.’

It is denied at the War Department that the au. 
thorities will in any manner abandon their efforts 
to run down deserters and bring them to trial on 
account of the expense involved. It is stated that 
there is an explicit law providing for the arrest of 
deserters whenever it is possible, and that the de- 
partment has no power to defy it, even were it so 
desired. Efforts will continue as usual, it is as- 
serted, to bring all men deserting to justice. 








So F4R as we can learn, the general mess system 
at our military posts is gaining in favor, and one 
post after another is falling into line. Still, the 
system has many opponents who prefer, for many 
and seemingly good reasons, the company mess, and 
we should be glad to receive the views of those 
who are able from practical experience to express 
an opinion on this question, which is by no means 
an unimportant one. 








THERE seems to be an unanimity of opinion 
among Army officers as to the value of the Summary 
Court, as av aid to discipline. One correspondent, 
however, finds a drawback in that it ‘‘ has added 
to the fearful number of papers to be rendered 
here, there and everywhere at the end of each 


month.” 








THE commander of one of our larger military 
posts, in a recent sensible order, reminds the men 
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THE OASE OF SERGEANT LINSE. 


In the JourNAL of November 25, we spoke of the 
satisfaction expressed in some quarters at the 
decision in the case of Sergeant Linse before 
the United States District Court of Utah. The 
conclusion that a precedent had been established 
by this decision, which would set up the action of a 
court-martial as a bar to proceedings before a civil 
court against one accused of felonious killing, was 
somewhat too hasty. Our information is that on 
the day following the rendition of the decision of 
Chief Justice Zane, to which we referred, a grand 
jury of the same court sitting as a court of 
the United States found an indictment for 
murder against the same parties and upon the 
same state of facts. The same plea was made be- 
fore the same judge, but it wasoverruled and the 
trials were proceeded with. It could not wgll be 
otherwise, for the decision first reported was not 
good in law. 

Subordination of the military to the civil authori- 
ties is an axiom of our Government. ‘The subjec- 
tion of a person to the military code on his euter- 
ing the Service does not remove him beyond the con- 
trol of the civil law or the jurisdiction of the civil 
courts. He may become amenable by one and the 
same actto both military and civil law. This 
principle has impressed upon the officers of the 
Army since the organization of the Army and has 
been repeatedly affirmed in the opinions of the law 
officers of the Government and the decisions of the 
courts. It is equally well settled that the dual 
amenability does not violate the constitutional 
provision against subjecting a citizen twice for the 
same offence to peril of life or limb, nor does it do 
violence to the 102d Article of War forbidding a 
second trial for the same offence. 

In the case of Moore ys. The State of Illinois (14, 
Howard, 20) the Supreme Court of the United 
States said: ‘* Every citizen of the United States 
is also a citizen of a State or Territory. He may 
be said to owe allegiance to two sovereigns, and 
may be liable to punishment for an infraction of 
the laws of either. The same act may be an of- 
fence or transgression of the laws of both ...... 
That either or both (if they see fit) may punish 
such an offender, cannot be doubted. Yet it can- 
not be truly avowed at that the offender has been 
twice punished for the same offence; but only that 
by one act he has committed two offences, for each 
of which he is justly punishable. He could not 
plead the punishment by one in bar to a con- 
viction by another.” In the case of Sergeant 
Mason, who fired upon the assassin of President 
Garfield, the Supreme Court said: ‘* Shooting with 
intent to kill isa civil crime, but shooting by a 
soldier of the Army standing guard over a prison, 
with intent to killa prisoner confined therein, is 
not only a crime against society, but an atrocious 
breach of military discipline. * * * * He of-

| In the case of Coleman vs. Tennessee (97, U. S., 
518) in speaking of the double amenability of mili- 
tary persons, the Supreme Oourt remarked 

‘““We do not call in question the 
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ness Of the general doctrine, * * that the same 
act may, in some instances, be an offence against 
two governments, and that the transgressor 
may be held liable to punishment by both. In 
the same case the Court, in construing the 58th Ar- 
ticle of War, which in time of war gives General 
Courts-martial or Military Commissions jurisdiction 
over certain civil crimes, states that this article 
‘‘does not make the jurisdiction of military tri- 
bunals exclusive uf that of the State Courts. It 
does not declare that soldiers committing the of- 
fences named shall not be amenable to punishment 
by the State Courts. It simply declares that the 
offences shall be punishable by the State courts; 
and this is merely saying that they may be thus 
punished. Previous to its enactment, the offences 
designated were punishable by the military coarts, 
and persons in the military service who committed 
them were delivered over to those courts for trial; 
and 1t contains no words indicating an intention on 
the part of Congress to take from them the juris- 
diction in this respect, which they had always ex- 
ercised. Withthe known hostility of the Ameri- 
can people to any interference by the military with 
the regalar administration of justice in the civil 
courts, no such intention should be ascribed to 
Congress inthe absence of clear and direct lan- 
guage to that effect.” 

Ia Steiner’s case, Attorney-General Cushing (6 
Op. Atty.-Gen. 418) said: ‘* Officers and soldiers of 
the Army who do acts criminal by the military and 
the municipal law, are, under certain conditions 
and limitations, subject to be tried by the civil au- 
thorities in preference to the military; but the con- 
viction or acquittal of the party by the civil au- 
thorities will not discharge the officer or soldier 
from responsibility for the military offence in- 
volved in the same facts.” 

The case of Captain Marshal 8. Howe, of the 2d 
Dragoons, 1s quoted in nearly all the text-books on 
military law. He was tried in May, 1842, upon the 
charge of ** Conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline” in having beaten or caused 
to be beaten, in acruel and inhuman manner, a 
private of his company. Upon arraignment, Cap- 
tain Howe pleaded, in bar of trial, that he had been 
tried and acquitted for said act by the civil court 
of the Territory of Florida upon an indictment for 
manslaughter. He was convicted and sentenced by 
the Court-martial. The proceedings and decision 
were approved and confirmed. The Hon. John O. 
Spencer, of New York, then Secretary of War, was 
himself a lawyer of considerable reputation in his 
day, and the opinion of Mr. Legaré, the then At- 
torney General, sustained the course of the Court- 
martial in thiscase. In 1863 a citizen of Maryland 
was indicted in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for Maryiand for giving information to the 
public enemy. He had been previously tried by a 
Court-martial upon a charge, under what is now 
known as the 45th Article of War, based on the 
same facts, and bad been acquitted; he pleaded 
that acquittal in bar of the indictment, the plea was 
overruled, and the Court proceeded with his trial. 

It would seem clear from this that Judge Zane’s 
first decision, as reported, could not have stood as 
a precedent in-any event. In a letter concerning 
this subject, with which we have been favored by 
Lieutenant W. A. Campbell, 9th Infantry, he 
directs attention to some further consideration 
bearing upon this subject. Lieutenant Campbell 
says: ** A second punishment does not arise, if the 
court had no jurisdiction; nor if the first charge, or 
indictment, was clearly insufficient and invalid; 
nor if the jury fail to agree and no verdict is ren- 
dered. A Court martial is a court of limited and 
special jurisdiction, and when the object of its 
creation has been accomplished it is dissolved. In 
cases fitted for its determination, its judgment is 
final, conclusive, and authoritative; but to give 
effect to the sentence, it must appear affirmatively 


. and unequivocally that the court was legally con- 


stituted, that it had jurisdiction of the case, that 
all statutory regulations governing its proceedings 
bad been complied with, and that the sentence was 
warranted by law. 

‘In these matters there can be no presumption 
in favor of a Court- martial, and if it has no juris- 
diction over the subject matter of the charges, or 


if it inflicts a punishment not conformable to the 
\ 





law governing it, the civil courts may inquire into 
the case and give redress. Now, in time of peace, 
a Court-martial has no jurisdiction over the crime 
of homicide, for the Constitution of the United 
States expressly declares that ‘no person shall be 
held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous 
crime, unless on a presentment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury, except in cases arising in the land or 
naval fore’s, or in the militia when in actual ser- 
vice of the United States, in time of war or public 
danger.’ From this we see that one accused of an 
infamous offence cannot legally be tried by a Court- 
martial, except in time of war or public danger, 
and in order that there should be no doubt upon 
this point Congress has declared in the 58th Arti- 
cle of War that ‘In time of war, insurrection, or 
rebellion, larceny, robbery, burglary, arson, may- 
hem, manslaughter, murder, etc., shall be punish- 
able [may be panished] by sentence of a General 
Court-martial when committed by persons in the 
military service of the United States.’ 

‘‘Tn order to show that Sergeant Linse could not 
have been legally tried under the 62d Article of 
War for manslaughter, it may be well to state that 
the article only provides for the trial of ‘ All crimes 
not capital and all disorders and neglects.’ Now, 
what is meant by the term ‘ All crimes not capi- 
tal? or to make the answer more concise, what isa 
capital crime? The most usual definition is, a crime 
punishable with death; but in some of our States 
even the crime of murder itself is not punishable 
with death; so we have to look back to the time 
when this article was incorporated in our military 
code, 1776, and ascertain what crimes were pun 
ished capitally under theold English law. Here we 
find that murder, rape, robbery, arson, burglary, 
and larceny were all capital crimes and un 
doubtedly all these crimes are excluded from 
the jurisdiction of a Oouri-martial in time of 
peace, by the Constitution, which describes the 
manner in which a person accused of a capital or 
otherwise infamous offence shall be tried. Bat in 
order that criminals may not be retained in the 
military service, it is claimed that by the fiction of 
of double amenability the conduct of all mili 
tary gersons may be inquired into by Oourts-mar- 
tial whenever they do any wrong that may bring 
disgrace upon the Service. In time of peaee, how- 
ever, the real crime must be left for the action of 
the civil tribunals. 

‘*Very likely Sergeant Linse only did his duty, but 
the law should take its proper course, and 1 can see 
nothing in this decision that should give ‘ general 
satistaction’ to honorable and upright men. I is 
simply a distortion and evasion of the law, and 
such a decision only adds to the strength.and ma- 
jesty of Judge Ly neh.” 








In sending his subscription tothe ARMY AND

We remember when chill winds blow what 
General Grant said to us, as we sat smoking with 
him over his camp-fire in front of Petersburg, Va., 
one cold winter’s evening. It was to the effect that 
he had suffered many trying experiences, but he 
had never seen the time, however hard his fortune, 
when he was not entirely sure that he would come 
out all right in the end, and no man could have 
been in worse luck than Grant was just before the 
war. His remark showed the right spirit. The 
true philosopby of life is to be content with the 
situation in which you find yourself, whateyer it 
may be, until the orderly unfolding of events leads 
toa better. Above all, don’t get into your head 
the conceit that you are more deserving than 
others, and strive to advance yourself by climbing 
over their heads. What is best for each is best 
for all, and the spirit of generous helpful- 
ness isthe one that profits most in the long run 
of life. If every man in the military service could 





but once be persuaded of the truth of these trite 
sayings, and would act upon them consistently, 
neither Army or Navy need have any fear of hos- 
tile influences from without. There is power in 
united action, and in the subordination of the in- 
dividual will to the general good, which is not al- 
ways understood. 








In reporting favorably the bill H. R., 199, au- 
thorizing the Secretary of War to appoint Boards 
of Review in certain cases, the House Military Com- 
mittee thus explains the object of the measure : 

Numerous applications are made to every Congress for 
the restoration of officers who bave become separated from 
the Army, either by proceedings of courts martiul or retir- 
ing boards. Of necessity the evidence placed before the 
committe is largely of an ex parte nature. The purpose of 
this bill is to provide a tribana! which will have power to 
give these cases a thorough investig tion of a judicial 
nature, under circumstances which will enable them to 
give full weight to evidence either for or against the appli- 
cation. The bill contemplates that this board will report 
the facts, with their recommendations, to the Secretary of 
War, by whom, together with bis recommendations, they 
shall be transmitted to Congress. There can be no doubt 
but that courts-martial in neariy ali cases render ua just 
verdict, which ought not to be disturbed. No doubt most 
courts martial are conducted judiciously and with fairness, 
but the committee bas proot that many cases have arisen 
where, owing to prejudice or ignorance, or from inabilit; 
to procure essential evidence, or for the purpose of disci- 
pline at times, which require prompt action, injustice is 
done, and there is no reas.n why such wrong shoul i not be 
corrected after the exigency has passed, 

The bill has the endorsement of the Secretary of 
War and commanding general. The latter ina 
long communication to the committee suggests the 
following changes, which have been adopted by the 
committee: ‘*The Board of Review should be ap- 
pointed by the President rather than by the Secre- 
tary of War. And,in order that justice may cer- 
tainly be done, the board should have the power 
not ouly to summon witnesses but to compel their 
attend nce and compel them to testify. It is also 
believed to be only just that the members of such 
a board, if retired officers, should receive the pay 
due to active service. Also that the necessary 
witnesses for the establishment of the facts in the 
case should be brought before the board at the 
cost of the United States as in all other similar 


cases.” 


THE English press is once more engaged in one of 
the periodical agitations of the subject of England's 
present status as a great naval power. As in the 
case of the agitation of nine years ago the 
discussion began with the professional papers, 
and the Times has recently joined its thunders 
to it. Following in its wake are a great 
variety of lesser sheets, and many men of 
public reputation in and out of the navy have 
joined in the discussion. Mr. Gladstone has ex- 
pressed himself as favorable to an increase of the 
Navy, and inquiries as to the capabilities of the 
yards for taking fresh work have been set on foot. 
We would recommend our British cousins to place 
some of their contracts on this side of the Atlantic 
so as to stimulate the energies of their own ship 
designers and builders to produce the best possible 
results. 











THE one bundred and seventeenth anniversary of 
the Battle of Trenton will be celebrated by the New 
Jersey Society of the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion in Newark Dec. 26. 








WE are in receipt of a very neat and tasty dance 
card used at the bachelor’s Thankegiving bop, 
Nov. 29, at Fort Wingate, N. M. On the front pare, 
in addition to the legend, is the motto of the regi- 
ment, “ Toujours Pret,” in blue and gold, the num- 
ber of the regiment in gold and a pair of crossed 
sabres in gold. 








Now that the 8th and 69th Regiments of the New 
York National Guard have been reduced to bat- 
talions, and the 35th and 45th Separate Companies 
disbanded altogether, the time is propitious for au- 
thorizing and establishing a battery of heavy artil- 
lery on Staten Island, says the New York Sun. The 
peed of a force of heavy artillery at this port, 
formed of citizen soldiers, and intended as an auxil- 
iary for the garrisons of the forte, has long been un- 
derstood both by the Federal and the State mili- 
tary authorities. 








For the benefit of all concerned, we give conspicu- 
ous place to the Act of Congress approved Noy. 3, 
1393, which provides tbat officers on the retired list 
of the Army may upon their own application be de- 
tailed to educational institutions, and when so de- 
tailed shall receive the full payof theirrank. We 
have often been askedif retired o flicere on the duty 
received full pay, and have never been able to an- 
ewer in the affirmative until now. 
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Ir ia reassuring to note from the San Antonio Er- 
press that “the recent agitation among the troops 
at Fort Sam Houston in anticipation of an order 
establishing the consolidated mess system at the 
post has in a great measure subsided.”’ It is under- 
stood, says the Express, ‘tbat official papers have 
been submitted to Washington from the Depart- 
ment of Texas setting forth strong reasons why the 
consolidated mess system is especially impracticable 
in San Antonio. 








Masor GENERAL J. M. SCHOFIELD, in his annual 
report as President of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Soldier’s Home, Washington, D. C., adverts 
to the fact that the Home will accommodate about 
730; that last winter there were over 800 in the 
Home, and therefore, ** the Commissioners found it 
necessary to order the discharge of the retired sol- 
diers who had availed themselves of the privileges 
of the Home, in order to provide room for men en- 
titled to admission, and who had no means of sup- 
port.” 





Masor G. W. Barrp, paymaster, U.S. A., in an 
article on Army legislation, referring to the ten 
year act, says: “Its ill effects in practice accord 
with its unsoundness in principle; it is, morally, a 
breach ef contract as to all men enlisted prior to its 
enactment. There is every ‘reason to desire, and 
some to expect, that it may be speedily repealed, 
and with a proviso which will permit a con- 
structive re enlistment, with restored rights of ser- 
vice pay, of all veterans who may have been pre- 
yented by it from re-enlisting.” 








Durine the recent mavceuvres of the Portuguese 
Army at Tancos experiments of the availability of 
the bicycle ware made on a scale sufficiently consid- 
erable to demonstrate the excellent results attaina- 
ble under yaried campaigning conditions with this 
new auxiliary. Those who took part as wheelmen 
were ordered by Lieut, De Treitas, 231 Infantry, 
and charged with the despatches of the general 
staff to the several detachments of troops,in camp 
or in the field, and to preserve communication be- 
tween marching columns. They acquitted them- 
selves in so perfect a manner as to elicit decided 
encomiums, the more merited that the greater 
part of the time their service was not over thor- 
oughfares in ordinarily fair condition, but badly 
maintained by difficult paths. Notwithstanding 
such obstructive difficulties one wheelmau covered 
ten miles in half an hour. Asa result of 8o satisfac- 
tory an exhibition, says Revista do Exercitoe du Ar- 
mada, having proyen that in many situations to re- 
place the horse and spare the cavalry not only use- 
leas fatigue, but dangerous dispersion, the bicycle 
will probably, in a few days be officially recognized 
in the Army regulations, 








Tue band of the 4°h U.S. Artillery and a troop of 
cavalry from Fort Myer attended the unveiling of 
the Shields Memorial at the Capitol on Dec. 4, and 
were much admired for their soldierly appearance. 





SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE MORTON, in & recent 
report, urges that appropriations should’ be 
be madein gross for the clerical force of the several 
Government departments and that full discretion 
sbould be given to the head of the department in 
the matter of remuneration. Secretary Morton 
affirms that ‘there can be no good reason urged 
against the Government securing the efficient ser- 
vices in the same manner that they are secured by 
the successful interests of the country.’’ Fewer and 
better employees, with higher compensation, is 
what is needed, instead of as at present, a very large 
number, many of whom deserve much bigher com- 
pensation, but are scaled down in order that medi- 
ocrity may receive its daiJy pabulum from the 
Government crib. 








In a letter to the late General Rush, Colonel T. T. 
Wrigut, of Nashville, Tenn., proposed to establish 
a mounted police, similar to that of Canada for the 
protection of rural population, transportation cor- 
poratrons and travellers. He says: ‘“*That train 
robberies are permitted in the United States seems 
a reflection on this Nation and its civilization. There 
are no train robberies in Canada. Why sbould there 
be in the United States? Is it not high time for 
legislators to give time and thought to this subject 
of police protection for rural districts? Families in 
many sections of our Union are flocking to cities 
for protection, afraid tu expose their loved ones to 
the human brutes who roam at will in sparsely set- 
tled sections, and who are more to be feared than 
the lion of Africa or the panther and tiger tbat 
haunt the jungles of India.”

ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF WAR GRANT relinquish- 
ed the duties of the office which he bas held since 
Secretary Proctor’s so called administration of the 
Department, this week in favor of his successor, 
Adjt. Gen. Jos. Doe, Gen. Grant’s resignation was 
accepted by the President, to take effect Dec. 15. 
The new Assistant Secretary has made a most favor- 
able impression upon the officers stationed at the 
Department who have been brought in contact with 
bim unofficially. He is a comparatively young man, 
and promises to make a most efficient cfficial. 








Mr. WALTHALL bas introduced in the Senate and 
Mr. Curtis in the House, a bill to repeal the restric- 
tion upon re-enlistments after a service of ten years. 
It also fixes the term of enlistment at three years, 
and gives two dollars a month increase of pay for 
five years’ service and one dollar increase for each 
subsequent five years’ period; past continuous ser- 
vice of soldiers now in the Army to be taken Sinto 
account. In addition each enlisted man shall, if he 
serves honestly and faithfully to the date of his dis- 
charge, be entitled to retained pay to the amount of 
one dollar per month each for the third, fourth and 
fifth yaar of service, ‘making in all three dollars in- 
crease per month for the fifth year of service,’’ and 
thereafter three dollars a month extra, one dollar to 
be retained pay. The text of this important bill will 
be found under our Congressional heading. 








THE proceedings of the court in the case of Capt. 
Stiles, U.S. A., retired, tried at Oklaboma, have 
been received at the War Department, but have not 
been acted upon by the Secretary. It is understood 
that he was acquitted. 








INTEREST in football at the two national acad- 
emies has been succeed by enforced attention to 
the “grip,” which seems to be epidemic just now 
both at West Point and Annapolis. If less agree- 
able, it is not less exacting in its demands. 





Tue Senate Committee on Military Affairs, at its 
meeting on Thursday, agreed to an adverse report 
on the bill, S. 898, for the creaticn of a reserved li-t 
of the Army of the United States. The report re- 
cites at length the purposes of the proposed law and 
says: ‘* No specific objection has been urged against 
the proposed legislation, but nc reason is sufficient 
in the opinion of tbis Committee to justify such an 
innovation.” The report concludes with a declara- 
tion in ‘opposition to placing on the statute books 
laws that are not necessary for the positive benefit 
of the country. This action by the Senate Commit- 
tee disposes of this measure for the present Con- 
gress and makes it very improbable that it will get 
tbrough a future Congress unless there should be a 
change on the part of the menbers of the Com- 
mittee, or some new and strong arguments should 
be advanced in favor of its enactment. 








REFERRING to our editorial of Dec. 9, under the 
head of “No surrender,” a correspondent says: 
“You have ‘hit the nail on the head,’ and there is 
not 8 cavalry nor an infantry officer in the Army 
who will not thank you for it, for the infantry 
officer whose regiment might be incorporated with 
the artillery could not hope to reap the advantages 
in rank or future promotion that the incorporation 
would seem to give him; additional legislation 
would settle that. As for the cavalry officer, be 
wants those two wiped-out troops from each regi- 
ment put back, and so does the infantry officer the 
two companies. Of course the number of artillery 
regiments should be increased, and the different 
batteries filled to enable them to properly garrison 
the works of defence which are built, or to be built 
on the seacoast. But the incraase in strength should 
not be at the expense of either infantry or cavalry. 
‘Don’t surrender,’ but ask Congress squareand ‘flat- 
footed’ for an increase of the artillery, for at jeast 
two regiments (three would be better), and insist on 
it that neitber infantry nor cavalry should suffer by 
the increase. Not only that, but restore the two 
troops to the cavalry regiments, and the two com- 
panies to the infantry regiments, and then we will 
have only a very small Army for such a country as 
ours. And for the additiona) officers for the pew 
regiments you,can, and will, get plenty of good ad- 
vice from all arms of the Service as to how they 
should be supplied.” 








LIEUT. DAVENPORT’S DEFENCE, 


Tue testimony in the Court of Inquiry asked for 
by Lt. Richard G. Davenport, U. 8. N., closed Tues- 
day afternoon at the Washington Navy-yard. None 
of Lt. Davenport’s senior officers have referred to 
hiw in uncomplimentary terme, but there has been 
some gossip in the Navy, which Lt. Davenport be- 
lieved was to bisinjury. The testimoy showed that 
Lt. Davenport left the Nipsic soon after orders were 
given to abandon the vess~l, and before most of the 
crew sought the shore. One officer, Lt. J. A. Shear- 
map, U. S. N., eaid Lt. Davenport discarded his 
clothing, placed bis money in bis mouth, and swam 
to the beach. The same officer said he made this in- 
cident a successful objection to Lt. Davenport's ad- 





mission to a New York YachtClub. There was simi- 


lar evidence from other offiners, but each acknowl. 
edged an unfriendly feeling for Lt. Davennort. Lt, 
Davenport tes‘ified that when he retired the night 
before the burricane he wore only bis pajamas, and 
that when he lowered himself over the side he had 
thrown off his clothing. He did not leave the ship 
until 25 minutes after the vessel was beached, or 
some time after the bawser was sentin. Within 29 
minutes of the time he reached the snore, all the 
Nipsic's crew was landed. 

The argument of the Judge-Advooate was quite 
in favor of the application. He found from theeyi- 
dence nothing to indicate that the stories circulated 
concerning Lieut. Davenport had any basis except 
in the personal enmity of their originators. In his 
opinion the conduct of Lieut. Davenport during the 
hurricane of 1889 was that of an officer of the Navy 
and such as to entitle him to move in the society of 
honorable men. In his sworn statement he has 
frankly and fearlessly set before the court all the 
circumstances of his actions during the storm. Had 
he believed that there was any error on his part he 
would never have dared to face this court. It hag 
been corroborated by two of his immediate superior 
¢fficers, and, after the most searching questioning 
on the part of this court they declared that his con- 
duct was that becoming an officer of the Navy.” 
The charges tbat Lieut. Dayenportswam away from 
the sbip in a nude condition, that he saved his own 
personal funds rather than the ship’s inslruments 
and property, that were committed to his care, and, 
finally, that he did not come down to the beach and 
assist in saving the crew of the Vandalla—all could 
be sifted down to a single fact—that Lieut. Daven- 
port swam ashore in a nude condition. All the rest 
of the charges were built up on malicious gossip, 
There had been serious discrepancies in the testi- 
mony of all the prosecuting witnesses, while the 
applicant’s statement had been corroborated in 
everv essential particular. “I believe.’ said he, in 
conclusion, “that Lieut. Davenport, during the 
storm, was not neglectful of duty, and that when 
he left the ship he was at perfect liberty to do so, as 
it was after the order had been given to abandon 
the sbip, the lines were ashore, and there was noth- 
ing more for him to do on board.” 

On Thursday Lieut. Wainwright, counsel for Lieut. 
Davenport, submitted bis argument. 








THE POST EXCHANGE, 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

In the JOURNAL of the 9th of December I notice 
the intreduction by Senator Peff-r of a bill to pre- 
vent the sale of spirituous, vinous or malt liquors 
within the United States military posts. This is 
clearly an attempt to control intoxication in the 
Army by one who is entirely unacquainted with 
the Service, and the laudable efforts of the officers 
of tbe Army to mitigate the evil of intemperance 
among the soldiers. The Post Exchange as now 
conducted furnishes to the soldiers a meeting place 
for social purposes, games and simple recreation, 
reading, etc. [n itaresold many articles of soldiers’ 
wants, among which are tobacco in various forms 
and beer, spirituous liquors being prohibited. The 
regulations discountenance intoxication and hard 
drinking, sod the institution bas been shown 
by actual experiment to greatly lessen the habits of 
intemperance among the soldiers. The question is 
simplv this, whether the soldiers shall be furnished 
a beverage deemed}by a large majority of our people, 
aod all our German population, harmless in mod- 
erate quantity under supervision and control of a 
supervising direction, or the soldiers be thrown 
upon the outside rum shop for their recreation and 
amusement, uncontrolied by all supervision, and 
tempted by interested pauderers to the vicious sur- 
roundings of such places. No man was ever made 
intemperate at a Post Exchange, and hundreds have 
been prevented from a visit to outside places ot de- 
bauch. If the sincere temperance advocates can be 
made to understand the true work and purpose of 
& properly conducted Post Fxcbange, while they 
might prefer to have the soldiers drink nothing 
but water, they would under the circumstances 
sanction this mitigation of the evil they deprecate.

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 


Socretary Lamont, in an executive communica- 
tion to Congress, has transmitted a draft of a bill 
to authorize the enlistment of general service clerks 
for the infantry and cavalry sehool at Fort Leaven- 
worth and at the artillery school at Fort Monroe. 
In his letter of transmittal he says that the need 
of these clerks become more and more apparent 
from year to year as the scope of the schools in 
crease. The bill provides that the men enlisted 
sball be classified and paid as general service clerks 
of class one at $1,000 per annum. 

Neither the House Committee on Military Affairs 
por the Committee on Naval Affairs transacted any 
business of importance at their meetings on Tues- 
day of this week The Naval Committee adjourned 
without a quorum and the Military Committee 
postponed the consideration of all business before 
it until the Friday meeting. The sub-committees 
on appropriations in both committees began work 
this week on the appropriation bills, but neither 
has made very much headway up to this time. 
Botb committees realize that, owing to the present 
condition of the Treasury, there will not be much 
ebxnce for liberality of appropriations this year, 
and they will endeavor to keep every item down to 
the lowest figure consistent with the necessities of 
public service. It 1s feared that some of the re- 
ductions in the Army bill may be so great as to 
be open to criticism as being in the nature of 
cheese paring. It is not Jikely that the Naval bill 
will be any more liberal than that of the Army, 
though most of the opposition to that bill will be 
directed against the provisions for the increase of 
the Navy, whatever they may be. Quite a number of 
representatives from inland States, where the value 
ot the Navy is not so much appreciated as it is 
by the people living on the seaboard, are contend- 
ing that the Naval construction bas advanced far 
enough for the present, and that no more ships 
ought to be commenced until those alraady under 
way are ready for sea. Whether the opponents of 
a further increase can command sufficient strength 
to enable them to defeat the provision for an in 
crease in the Navy remains to be seen. If they do 
it is the hope of the members of the Naval Com 
mittee that the Senate may restore the provisions 
for new Vessels and that the amendment may be 
agreed to in conference committee. 

One of the first bills to be reported from the 
Committee on Appropriations of the House will be 
the Fortification bill. The estimates for this bill 
amount to $7,438,413. Chairman Sayers, of the 
Apprepriation Committee, said recently he in- 
tended to see that every dollar necessary for carry- 
ing on existing works was appropriated. He said 
he did not believe it was true economy to bold back 
money that could be used to advantage and allow 
public works to lie idie and in an incomplete con 
dition. Be said, however, that he would pot favor 
the undertaking of new works that were not abso- 
lately necessary. 1t is expected, therefore, that 
the Fortification bill when completed by the com- 
nittev will provide that all that is asked for work 
in progress, but will provide for the commence- 
ment of very little new work.» 1t is not believed 
the total carried by the bill will be as large as the 
estimates. 

Representative Meyer, of Louisiana, called up 
his concurrent resolution for the appointment of a 
joint Senate and House committee to consider ali 
qaestions of rank and pay in the Navy during the 
morning hour in the Huse of Representatives on 
Tuesday of this week. He had had the resolution 
before the huuse on two days of last week, when 
it failed to pass on account of the lack of a quo 
tum. It failed again on Tuesday owing to the op 
position of a small number ot Representatives led 
by Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, who filibustered until the 
expiration of the morning hour. Mr. Meyer was 
not discouraged, however, and called the resolution 
up again on Wednesday. It met with the same 
opposition, but a vote was finaliy reached and it 
passed in spite of the attempt of Mr. Kilgore and 
his followers to break the quorum. 

The President on Tuesday approved and signed 
the joint resolution, H. R. 42, permitting Colonel 
Anson Mills, of the Third Cavalry, to accept and 
exercise the functions of a boundary commissioner 
on the part of the United States, under the Treaty 
between the United States and Mexico for the set- 
tlement of the disputed boundary between ,the two 
countries. Tbe passege of the resolution was ne- 
cessary to enable Colonel Mills to accept this place 
Without relinquishing,bis commission in the Army. 
This 1s the first measure of interest tothe Army or 
Navy that has received the executive signature since 
the beginning of the session.

Representative Holman introduc ed the following 
resolution in the House on Wednesday :

Whereas i' is alleged that the contractures are permitted on 
the trial trips to resort to most extraordinary and uousual 
meaus to force the vessels upto speeds never attained in the 
service afterward, and, by struipine the ship’s machinery. 
to m.ke a record for speed upon which to claim extraor- 
dirary premiums; and 

Whereas it is alleged that such triale, 80 conducted, result 
in no hvefit to the Government, but are wholly artificial 
and irjurious to the vesseia, and serve no purpose except 
to give exorbitant sums as premiumsto the contractors; 
Therefore, 

Resoived, That the Committee on Naval Affairs is hereby 
inst, ucted to take into consideration all matters pertain- 
ing to this subject, and makea thorough and complete in- 
vestigation thereof,and report to the House, by biil or 
otherwise, and more especisily whether the law and the 
terms of the contracts governing in these matters bave been 
strictly complied witb, whether anv officer of the Govern- 
ment bas through ignorance, or collusion, aided an» abet- 
ted contractors to earn and secure payment of large prem- 
jume, by designing and powering sb:psfor speeds much 
higher than was justified by the requirements of the con- 
tracty; end what extraurninary and unusual means bave 
been resorted to and practiced by contractors «n the trial 
trivs to attain the excessively bigh speeds for premiums, 

Resolved, That the S-cretary of the Navy be directed to 
witho .ja turther paymeno'sof any and ail premiums for 
war ships uotil further direction of Congress, and that he 
inform the House in specific terms,in view of the facé 
that said vessels were to be c »nstructed in exact conform- 
ity with the law, the terms of the several contracts, and the 
specifications prescribed by the Navy department, upon 
what basis premiums have been paid, and also what 
amounts are now claimed to be due by contractors on ac- 
count of such premiums and by whom such claim is 
maae, 


Mr. Holman made an argument in support of bis 
resolution, in which he repeated much that is set 
forth in the preamble, and wanted to read some 
editorials from the New York Tribune in support 
of the allegations be had made. Mr. Dingley, of 
Miine, objected to these being read, and told Mr. 
Holman that if he would withdraw his pre- 
amble and introduce a simple resolution directing 
the Committee on Naval Affairs to investigate there 
would be no objection to it on bis part. He object- 
ed to the preamble as it contained a number of 
statements that were controverted. After some 
further discussion the resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs.

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THE STATE TROOPS 


THE SIXTY-NINTH BATTALION, NEW YORK. 


THE recent action of Gov. Flower, Commander- 
in Chief of the National Guard of New York, in 
directing the disbanding of five companies of the 
69'b Regiment, meets with practically universal ap- 
proval among wilitary men. I[t was a bold and 
judicious stroke,and the more commendable because 
of the in fluences so often controlling in such matters. 
Itisthe firsttime tbat such a decided stand has 
been taken with the 69'b, ignoring politics and in- 
trigue,and putting an end toscandals that were fast 
ruining what should be one of the finest regiments 
in the State. The men of the regiment are obe- 
dfectand intelligent andall they need isa full 
corps of capable officers to guide them properly. 
This necessity bas been woefully lacking for some 
time, and the efforts of the few thoroughly capable 
officers in the regiment, who desired and worked 
hard to place the command on a proper military 
footing, were rendered almost useless by the inca- 
pable anti-reformists who preferred to foster poli- 
tics and personal ends rather than devote themselve3 
to conscieotious military work. The Comman- 
der-in-Chief through Gens. Porter, McGratb, and 
Fitzgerald was fully aware of the condition of the 
regiment and its need of reform. Efforts have 
been made repeatedly to have the offivers realize 
the perilous condition of the regiment with the 
hope tbat they would either fulfil properly the 
duties of their office themselves, or resign and make 
room for those who would. Gen. Fitzgerald has ad- 
vieed, and other representatives of the Commander- 
in-Chief have attempted to obtain reform, but witn- 
out avail,and recourse had finally to be had to 
drastic meaeures. 

The military authorities are well aware that it is a 
very easy matter to disband a regiment, but a diffi- 
cult watter to organize one, and in deciding upon 
the vigorous measures taken, it was the aim to get 
rid of certain useless material, without destroyiog 
the entire organization. The wisdom ofthis course 
ise apparent; there is first class material among the 
disbanded companies that new commands can be 
organized from, and this matter has already been 
considered. ‘There is no reason why the 69th Bat- 
talon cannot soon be increased toa regiment. Tae 
present commandant, Maj. Edward Duffy, is a very 
capable officer, who can be depended upon to bring 
the command upin proper shape. He bas no easy 
task, however, and al] members of the 69°h having 
the true interests of the command at heart, should 
heartily support the Major's efforts, Toe records 
and papers of the regiment, as is weil kuown, have 
been inthe wor-t possible shape, and in this con- 
pection Maj. Duffy bas determined to eff-ct a change 
utonce. He bas appointed Ex-Capt. Wm. H. Mur- 
phy, of the 12:h Regiment, to undo the snarl amoug 
toe records and papers, and there is no more capa- 
bie man in the Guard for regimental clerk than 
(apt. Murpby. He bas bad au experience second to 
none, and we are certain that both Maj Duffy, the 
69tb, and the State and Brigade Headquarters wil! 
bave no reason to regret his appointment, 

On Dec.7 Maj. Duffy issued an order assuming 
command of the battalion, giving directions tor 
com paby drjls and appointing Lieut. M. J. Sperll- 
man, Co.1, Acting Adjutant. The same evening 
the farewell order of Brevet Brig.-Gen. Cavanagh, 
to the officers and mwembers of bis o'd command 
was given out.

Much bas been written and perhaps much more will be 
written derogatory and otherwise about this command, 
but it should be borne in mind tbat this regiment 
bas been placed in localities and babitations that no 
otber command could be placed in and iive; yet we 
prospered, ben [ assumed command twenty-six 
years ago, almost to a day,the regiment was at its low- 
est ebb and ina ramshackle excuse for un armory; under 
my munagemert it increased in membership until it be- 
ae the second largest in the State and a new armory in 
Sigbdt, 

Therefore, I bave felt fora long time that the regiment 
bad prospered to such an extent during my term of otfice 
tbat I was fairiy entitled tu a rest and was anxious for it. 
1 sincerely hope tbat the regiment may continue to prosper 
more and more under my successors in office. 

My entrance into the regiment was as a very young man, 
I leave it an ola one. 1 have filled every position in it from 
private up to colonel. My life, my affections and my as- 
piratiops were so blended with it that it has become, I 
might say, the very essence of my nature; then imagine i 
you can my ferl‘ngs when I say for the last time— Fare- 
well, JAMES CAVANAGH, Colonel and Brevet Brig.-Gen. 

It is hoped tbat the disbanding of the several com- 
panies in the regiment will prove a salutary lesson 
to the companies remaining, and one thing can be 
put down as certain, and that is that any unit of 
the battalion failing :o show improvement and a 
desire to promote the military welfare of the com- 
mand will not be allowed to remain in the service. 
The desire of the Commander-in Chief is to have 
the ba'talion efficient in every way, and this fact 
must be borne in mind. {n this connection it would 
seem proper to call attention to the fact that the 
lst lieutenant of Co. K did not attend a company 
drill the whole of last season and up to date bas 
been absent from all company drills this season. It 
might well be asked why is such a man retained in 
tbe service, especialiy after repeated complaints 
from his captaiv, known to be one of the most pro- 
xreesive officers of the regiment. 

It is essential for the welfare of any company 
that all its officers drill regularly withit. Suppose 
the delinquent lieutenant of Co. K was suddenly 
compelled to take command of the company, or 
even a platoon, after an absence extending over 
two drill seasons, what kiod of a showing could he 
or the company be expected to make? Tbe sooner 
this man is replaced by some bright and ambitious 
( flicer the better. Co. C must also brace up. One 
oftiver and 21 men on drill out of a ccempany mus- 
tering 62 members present at inspection a few 
weeks since is not & good showing. 

Capt. Coleman, late of Uo. E, says he did not un- 
deretand that Maj. Duffy issued any orders forbid- 
ding the men to drill last Friday night. or not toen- 
ter their company room. He said as he bhai no 
corks to put in the mouths of his men he could not 
prevent them from cheering. Tne captain further 
said he had not spoken disrespevtfully against any 
superior officer, but tbat it was his privilege to 
think, and that he had thought many times the past 


two weeks. He will think tosome purposeif he 

realizes the responsibility of his superior cfficere, as 

well as his cwo, and remembers that everything 

must be made subordinate to the one supreme pur- 

pose of crushing out sedition and disorder and 

—" the discipline and efficiency ef the 
uard, 


Gen. Fitzgerald, Col. Olin, his A. A. G., and Maj. Mon- 
tant, B ade Inspector, were at the last meeting of the 
Officers of the 69th, first witnessing a very excellent drill of 
Co, I, Capt. Heaiv. The General was full of eathusiasm as 
to the state of affairsin the old regiment, spoke eacour- 
agiogly to the officers, and predicted that on St. Patrick’s 
Day of 1894 the 69th would sbow its ten full companies.

CONNECTICUT NATIONAL GUARD. 


WE give here some extracts from the official re- 
port made to the War Department by Capt. A. M. 
Wetherill, 6th U. S. (nfantrv, regarding his tour of 
duty with the Connecticut National Guard at Camp 
Morris, Aug. 21-26 

ln publishing it Adjt.-Gen. Bradley says: 

“Just criticism from a competent source should 
be received in the right spirit, and while commen- 
dation is always the most pleasant, it is far from be- 
ing always the most beneficial. If the shortcom- 
ings obseryed in the brigade by Capt. Wetherill and 
mentioned in bis report are carefully read and re- 
membered by all interested, to the end that epecial 
effort may be wade to correct all suca in the future, 
thus ensuring a more perfect and efficient military 
force for our State, his painstaking inspections dur- 
ing camp week and his p!ainness of speech in criti- 
cising whatever he cousidered amiss will be appre- 
ciated, and of lasting benefit. Praise is given the 
brigade in the report when considered fairly due, 
which is all soldiers should ever ask or expect.” 


I think the duties of the staff could be just as thor: ugbly 
dope were the rank of these officers reduced by one grade, 
as for 80 small a brigade, when the Governor's staff are in- 
cluded, there seems to be a preponderance of rank. The 
Hespital Corps, under the command of Lieut.-Col. L. B. 
A'my, wes very efficient and thoreugh in all releting to 
their drill.as arreneed by Col. Smart, Surgeon U. Ss. A. 
There were two Hospital Ambulances in camp, one of 
which was always ready for emergencies. It was remark 
able. tbat of the 2,600 men inc mp, there were but threein 
the Hospital, and tw :of these were for injuries received at 
ligbt battery drill. Everything pertaining tothe Medical 
Corps was excellent. 

The Signai Corns, under the command of Mej. Howard A. 
Giddings of the B ieade Staff, mounted on bicycles, except 
the commanding officer and the aojutant, who ride horses. 
They followed tne drill ilaid down by Gen. Ordway, of the 
Waebington N.G. The men of the corps are expert bicy- 
cle r dera, and can be « ffectively used as messengers, order- 
lien, and despatch bearers. I think the commanding officer 
and all officers should ride bicycles instead of horses. This 
corps isa well educated, bright body of men, well set up, 
and superior to the average National Guardsman, 

The evcampwent is for six days. It should be at least 
eight dayr, and ten would be better, as in six davs the com- 
mand just become se.tied to their work, and the effect of 
constant drill commences to make some showing. 

The brigade can be m bilized at Hartford, New Haven. 
New London, r Bridgeport in about twelve bours. All 
these towns are central points, and places where strikes or 
riots would be likely to occur. 

I think the State Assembly should make an appropriation 
for the purchase of mod ro arms for the Iofaatry, as itap- 
pears to be impossible to get them from the Genera! Gov- 
ernment. Tne en eye are in fair conditino, cartridge 
boxes the old McKeever pattern. The four Gatliog guos, 
cal, 45, in the machine guo battery, are io rather indifferent 
conaition, being old and woro, The condition of the ri fles 
in the baads of the troops was very tad, being almost in- 
varix bly rusty and foul in the barrel. 

The State owns no shelter tents. There are no fleld mess 
outfits or field cooking utensils. A board bas beeo ordered 
to examine various flela ovens and utensils. Toe messing 
in camp was eacellent, and the food well conked and of 
great variety. Means for cooking in the field should be 
turnisbed, and I understand a board has been ordered with 
that end in view. 

Drilis are beld weekly in arm ries at home stations by 
the brigade, but I do not think enough attestion is given 
to manual of arms and t» setting up drill. I would advise 
every company commander to drill five minutes in the set- 
ting up driil, and five minutes tn the bayonet exercise every 
time be turns his company out tor drill ia the fleid or ia tne 
armory. The Infuntry bad four drills each day during the 
peppwen emoustas to three hoursana fifteen min utes 
of ¢rill. 

Toere wes generally a lack of thoroughness in the man- 
ual at inspections; the meo frequentiy showed awk ward- 
ness in bringing up the piece ano in uofixing the bayonet. 
The officeia were generally very ~eli instructed, except on 
some minor points which were remedied. Schools were 
held daily, company aod regimental. Derelictions in dress 
were exceptional, Tbe separate Compaaies drilled as one 
company under command of Capt. Lathrop. The drill was 
very gvod ot its kina, being executed by the bug]: call, but 
there were few movements that wereio the Drill Resula- 
tion, and all the formations were in single rauk, and par- 
took more of a theatrical than a military character. To- 
wards the end of the week there was a marked improve- 
ment in all drills and ceremonies. The brigade looked par- 











ticularly well on Fridey when reviewed by Governor Mor- 
ris. The march past was very good, only some minor de- 


fects in coming to a carry, and the manner of saluting by 
officers was noticeable, 

There was no practice with the 10-inch guas, but drills 
were peld twice daily with mortare, and practice shelis 
were thrown at various points with considerable accuracy. 
I noticed in the early morning drills that few, if any, c#p- 
tains of companies drijled their companies. It was most 
imvortatt that they should have been present, as these 
drilis were in extended order, in which movements all cap 
tains shoul 1 be thorougbly posted. No field exercises were 
held this vear. The country in the vicinity is admirably 
adapted for such evolutions. 


DISCIPLINE. 

I beard while in camp that this year bas been far super- 
for to any other in point of men saluting; if this is so, 
otber years must bave been remarkable ones, for I can 
safely say tbat it was exceptional when an enlisted man sa- 
luted an officer. The officers were remarkably punctilious 
about saluting each other on all occasions, and it seems to 
me that it would be very easy to instil some of this punc- 
tilio into the men, who genersily slouche? past with open 
blouse and oblivious stare; some, when saluting, would do 
80 in a most awkward manner and with apologetic smile, 
I always found men visiting on the officers’ line in the af- 
ternoon and evening. I think, if prope steps were taken by 
the colonels of regiments, this familiarity between officers 
and men could be stopped. I noticed a field officer of the 
day away from the cummand not on duty ; also a senior 
officer of the guard absent from his guard after midnight 
not on duty, 

With the exception of the Third Regiment, the guard 
duty was very bad. 

found the sentinels very seldom kuew their orders, or 
when they did it was by great effort of memory. Almost 
invariably the guard at night would be turned out for me, 
although when I asked the officer of the guard who I was 
and why he turned out the guard, wus unable to answer. 
Sentinels frequently sat down on their tour of guare; on one 
flank I noticed old boxes, balf barrels, and buckets, etc., 
arranged for tbat purpose by thesentivels ofeach beat. The 
target practice 1s held at stations of troops. There was no 
ekirmisb practice, 

There are five independent companies which bear no rela- 
tion to the State troops. I think if practicable they should 
a'tend the yearly encampmeat. I have nothing further to 
report. Tbe Convecticut National Guard is made of mster- 
ial of which the Stateshouid be proud, and witha little more 
tiwe for eal drill, both in the armory and in camp. could 
become tbe «qual if not the superior of any in the United 
Sates. I am indebted to Acjutant-General Bradley and 
Quartermaster-Geners] Harbison for many kiodly cour- 
tesies, and I wish to extend my thanks particulatly to Gen- 
eral George Haven, and to all the members of bis staff for 
their uniform courtesy and their many acts of kindnvas to- 
wards me during my visit.

HOW THE MATABELE FIGHT. 


THe Army and Navy Gazette proposes to deal 
with the Matabele as we have dealt with our In- 
dians, and transform them into British soldiers. It 
save: * Their only crime is that they are soldiers et 

erea nihil They toil not neither do they spin, 
utip all the savage world there is no finer specoi- 
wen of man; none who can surpass them in form, 
by*ique, and natural grace. They fight for fignt- 
pe’s sake, with a rare individual intelligence in the 
artof war, and skill in the handling of weapons. 
They bave no fear of death. But they know when 
they have been fairly beaten, and they bear no en- 
mity to their eo ye The better the drubhing 
the grea‘er is their respect for the victors. Now 
that we have beaten them there is no necessity, as a 
large section of the public seem to think, for anni- 
bilating them. They bave fought us honestly and 
bravely in defence of their home and country. One 
— ae own war songs describes their present situ- 
ation: 
*If we go forward we die, 
{f we go back ward we die; 
Better go forward and @ie.’ 
From this we may save them by meeting them half 
way, with the hand of friendsbip and alliance, 
which they will readily grasp and Joyally hold.” 

Describing the fight between the Forbes Jameson 
columns and the Matabele, it save: ** No surprise 
was attempted, as at first reported. The Matabele 
went squarely for our men as they /ay in laagerand 
everything ready for the enemy. Nine of Loben. 
guia's regiments took part in this supreme eff ort, 
and with them two or three hundred of the bravest 
and most desperate of the survivors of the impis 
who bad previously suffered defeat, and who had 
been given this additional opportunity of retrieving 
their laurels. These men behaved with frantic 
valor, but all the Matabele engaged seemed to court 
death, returring again and again to attack over 
ground thickly dotted with the corpses of their 
comrades. 

“The columns of Forbes and Jameson were in 
separate laagers, but near enough for concerted and 
effective action, Tbe main objective of the Mata- 
bele avtack wae the right flank of the laager of the 
?t, Salisbury column, and against this Lobengula’s 
warriors charged continuously for just one bour, 
Each time they commenced with volleys from their 
rifles and followed witha mad rush, but their im- 
petuosity never once brought them within spear 
throw of their foe. Each receding wave of attack 
leftathick scum of corpses onthe ground. The 
Maxims and the rifles were bandied by our men 
with never failing coolness and precision. Oaptain 
Hurrell writes that he never witnessed firing so de- 
liberate and so appalling in its results. Taosre was 
no waste with the Maxims. After the Matabele 
were allowed to advance for some distance in the 
face of the rifie firethen the Maxim storm would 
burst witb never failing effect. So it went on foran 
hour. Tben the Matabele charges began to weaken 
in force, and some of the warriors refrained from 
taking part in them. Others began to move off the 
ground, but the majority still doggedly kept up the 
hopeless fight. At this moment a rousing cheer 
came from the Ft. Victoria column, followed bya 
sortie by about a hundred diemounted trooperr. 
The Matabeie had been weakening. The sortie be- 
wildered them. Discipline vanished, and they re- 
treated helter-skelter.” 








THE TROTH OF HISTORY. 


SHORTLY after the appointment of Gen. Ruggles 
to Adjutant General of the Army, statements were 
pubiisned to the effect that to him alone was due, 
on the night of Maroh 24, and on the morning ot 
Mareb 25, 1865, the credit for repulsing Gen. Jordon 
in front of Petersburg, and preventing @ great dis- 
aster to the Army of the Potomac. This was based 
on the statement that Gen. Ruggles,in Meade’s ab- 
sence, sent information to Gen. Parke, and gave 
such orders as enabled the latter to repulse Gordon 
successfully. Secretary Embick, of the Hartraaft 
Division Survivors’ Aesociation, wrote to Gen. Rug- 
gies and insisted that the statement as printed was 
a reflection on Gers. Parke and Aartranft which 
the 9th Corps men resented. In reply Gen. Ruggles 
sent the foilowing: 

WAR Deprt., A. G. O., WASHINGTON, Dec. 1, 1893, 

My Dear S:r: Your letter is received. Tne attack on our 
lines op tbe morning of March 25, 1865, by Gen. Gordon was 
successfully repulsed by Gen. Parke, witb bis troops of 
the 9tb Corps, without ass stance from any 0: e, 

In this repulse Hartranft’s division rendered most signal 
service and was most distinguished. Gen. Meade was ubsent 
from the headquarters of the Army of tbe Potomac, at the 
time of the attuck, and knew notbiog about it till 8 u’clock 
A.M. I was at beadquarters, and in his nawe issued certain 
orders placing Other troops under arms, notified Gen. Parke 
of the fact and that be wasin commanod,and by bis order 
moved certain of them to his assistance. Hut before a 
reached bim they were stopped by his orders, and he retoo 
bis lines. 

Gen. Meade was sufficiently satisfied with my conduct in 
bis absence to thank mein person on bis return to beadq uare 
tere, ung President Lincolo, who was witb bim, adoeo like 
kind wores. But alicrecitof the repulse belongs to Gens, 
Parke and Haertranit und to their troops of the 9rb Corps,

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ORDNANCE NOTKS. 


The first 100 rounds of the prescribed official 
Government test for the Brown segmental wire gun 
were completed at Sandy Hook, Dec. 9. The test 
prescribed that 60 rounds of the first 100 should be 
of 50,000 pounds pressure per square inch, and the 
remaining 40 of 40,000 pounds per square inch. 





A6 inch plate, representing the last lot of side ar- 
mor for the Terror, at New York, is in position at 
Indian Head, and will be tested next week. A 6 incb 
gun will fire at it and if the plate passes the trial 
successfully the 80 tons of armor will be sent to New 
York forthe ship. The Navy Department expects 
the Terror will be completed by April 1. 


Prof. Fritch, lecturing in the Museum of Ethno- 
logy, Berlin, Dee. 5, to 200 military officers, stated 
that with the aid of electricity be had been able to 
photograph projectiles in transit. He exhibited 
photographs showing the air waves caused by the 
missiles, which form a legible record of the velocity 
with which they had travelled. The apparatus used 
js the invention of a boy named Vernon, & resident 
of Fdinburgb, Scotland. 





The House Committee on Naval Affairs has de- 
cided not to recommend the manufacture of any 
guns larger insize than twelve inches. The Com- 
wittee believes the American coast can be properly 
defended with eigbt, ten and twelve inch guns and 
mortars, and will strongly oppose any suggestions, 
for tbe presert at least, looking to the building of 
ordnance of a heavier character. 


A new peeler rasp has been recently tested by 
Army experts and the reports show it is so favor- 
ably regarded thatit is probable that a number of 
them will be furnished each troop and battery for 
the purpose of further investigation, before decid- 
ing d flaitely whether they shall in future be issued 
to the Service. 





Tbe War Department awarded the contract this 
week for the purchase of 10,000 rounds of smokeless 
powder for the new smal! arm adopted for the Ser 
vice. Four bidders submitted proposals, but the 
Secretary decided to divide the contract and give it 
to two parties, in order to furtber test the relative 
merit of the two brands. The Leonard Co., of New 
York, was awarded acontract for 5,000 rounds at 
their bid, and the other 5.000 rounds were awarded 
to the San Francisco Powaer Co. The delivery of 
the first lot of powder begins early in January. This 
is the first instance where the Government bas been 
a purchaser of smokeless powder, and will be the 
only time where so large a lot has been bought in 
this country. 





The test of the first 8 inch Buffington-Crozier dis- 
appearing carriage for the Army willsoon take place 
at the Sandy Hook station. The carriage is cow iu 
place and ail preparations have been made for the 
test. The trials for rapidity took place this week 
and were bighly successful to the ordnance officers, 
Up to Dee. 9 thirty-one rounds bhai been fired from 
the carriages, which worked to the entire satisfac- 
tion of those witnessing the tests. A 10 inch car 
riage of the same type as that at Sandy Hook is 
about completed and will be sent to the Proving 
Station some time this month. . 





Secretary Lamont and Gen. Flagler, paid an in- 
teresting visit to the Army gun factory at Watervliet, 
N. Y. Toe visitors found the equipment of the 
hortn wing ofthe gun factory complete, and ob- 
se: Ved the operation of eight tweive-inca turning 
and boring latnes, five twelve-inch turning lathes, 
and one rifliog machine. They found the equip- 
ment of the soutb wing well advanced. There is a 
shrinkage pit in the central section, and all the 
smaller tools have been erected. Several of the 
larger tools are in place, including tweive-inch gun 
lathes avd an electric travelling crane. Secretary 
Lamont was surprised and pleased with all that he 
saw at Waterviiet, and will probably join Gen. 
Flagler in his ¢fforts to complete tbe plant during 


the next year ortwo. While he has not promised 
to urge Congress to authoriz3 the building of atype 
gun of sixteen-inch calibre, the Secretary bas ex- 
pressed no opposition to the project. Gen. Flagler 
is very anxious that such a gun shall be built, as 
tbe main reliance in the coast defence ordnance. He 
says the cun factory is capable of building a gun of 
this size and that there is urgent need of such a 
weapon.—N. Y. Times. 





The Naval Bureau of Ordnance will have a com- 
petitive test of machine guns at the Proving Station 
down the Potomac next week with a view to adopt- 
ing one of the types for service on our war ships. 
Every one of the vessels in commission and those 
under construction are built to carry machine guns, 
but the department has never decided upon what 
variety to accept and in consequence the few ma- 
chine guns on ships are the old style ones and have 
been in service for years. As this gunis an important 
part of the secondary battery of vessels it is of the 
greatest importance to the Navy thatsome kind be 
adopted which is the best that can be found in the 
country. The department aims to secure @ gun 
better than those in foreign services and the trials 
which are to take place at Indian Head will, no 
doubt, decide which type shall be selected and 
ordered for the Navy. Only two gunsare to be tried, 
that invented by Mr. Eccles, and the Gatling gun, 
with the latest improvements. These guns are both 
highly thought of vy ordoance officers of the Navy 
and the tests will be severe and thorough to deter- 
mine which is the best all around arm. The Gatiing 
gun now in the Service has the Eccles ammunition 
feeder. The gun that shows the best results will be 
recommended for acceptance and contracts will be 
awarded to supply every shipin commission with it, 
The attempts at the application of the automatic 
principle have been directed more to the machine 
gun than any other. and with varying success both 
bere and abroad. Toe attempt to use more than 
one barre) bas been abandoned by nearly all Govern- 
ments, as it tends to increase the complications, 
already great in guns operated by the force of re- 
coil. Automatic action has been approached in the 
Gatling gun by the attachment of an electric motor. 
By the application of the new belt feed on the Gat- 
ling gun a record of 3,000 shots per minute was at- 
tained at a recent trial.

NOTES FROM GIBLALTAR. 
GIBRALTAR, Nov. 16, 1893, 


Tue British military occupation of this great 
Mediterranean fortress continues to be very strict. 
Not only must every one entering the town havea 
pass, but that must be renewed before the sunset 
gun unless the visitor wishes to come in conflict 
with the autborities. The points of military inter- 
est cannot be seen and the photographers of the town 
ean take no further pictures of any part of the 
Rock. The construction of new galleries is con- 
stantly carried on, but with the greatest secrecy. 
At present the garrison is composed of battalions of 
the Royal Engineers and Royal Artillery, and four 
regiments of infantry, the Somerset, Lancashire, 
Middlesex regiments, and the King’s Royal Rifles 
(the 60th). Of these, the Middlesex ecoupies tne 
pewest and best barracks—tne Bueua Vista—whivh 
are magnificently situated far above the bay. It is 
noticeable that fewer men are put into a room than 
inthe United Sates, but those quarters visited did 
not strike tne writer ss being eitber as well kept 
or as comfortable as the average American quarters, 
The men seemed very contented with their lot and 
station, but their youth is what surprises the Amer- 
ican observer. Especially great isthe number of 
very young men in the Middlesex regiment, and the 
explanation of this was that the regiment has only 
been a year away from Eogland. 
ln neatness of attire the men seemed below the 
German standard. At toe inspection of the Somer 
sel regiment, previous to its march across the city 
for guard mounting, 80me men wore gloves while 
others bad none, and stains upon the scarlet coats 
were frequently to be seeno. During the inspection 
there was consid+rable unsteadiness ip the ranks, 
but the men marched with a good deal of snap and

Oo Nov. 13 the boats of the fleet were all 
out and in the afternoon the Rodney ianded a ma- 
ebine gun for target practice from tae shore.

She completely “turned turtle” aod the air in her 
kept ber afloat for ten minutes, during whieh time 
oer screws revolved in the air—a minature Victoria. 
She then sank stern foremost in 30 fathoms, carry- 
ing down with her a poor stoker, for whom there 
was no escape possible. Toe official explanation is 
that she was not stable enough to stand the helm’s 
being put bard over at the very high rate of speed 
at which she wasrunning, and so, apparently, was 
thrown completely off the balance.

“tbe accused seemed to have some trouble in muking his 
plea, and the President suggested that his counsel consult 
witb bim and assist or inatruct him how to plead.” To this 
the officer detailed as counsel took exception, declining to 
assist ia the manoer indicated, Toe attitude assumed by 
this officer suggests an entire misapprehension of his func. 
tions in this caoscity. The assis‘ance of counsel is secured 
to soldiers by G. O., No. 29, A. G. O., 1890, and where an of- 
ficer isso detailed,a military duty is imposed upon bim 
which should be discharged in good faith und to the best of 
bis ability. Notbing more can be expeeted. Provisions of 
tbis nature are made forthe protection of the innocent or 
to enable ap accused person to present to the court aan iatel- 
ligeot plea and such evidence and observations in explana- 
tion or extenuati>n as the facts may warrant. If the offi- 
cer 80 detailed feeis that he is incapacitated for tne duty by 
personal knowledge of the case, bis proper course is to seek 
reliet before coming into court, The sentence is considered 
wholly inadequate tothe grave offences of which the ac- 
cused bas beeu found guilty, but that be may not entirely 
escape punishment, it isapproved. The former good char- 
acter sustained by Chief Trumpeter Berkley bas been seri- 
ously biemisbed by his disgraceful conduct. His discharge 
paper, if due at this time, would probably not be a valuable 
testimonial.”

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THE MEDAL OF HONOR. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


MANY soldiers consider the Medal of Honor the 
higbest wilitary distinction in the gift of our 
Government, and probably, it has always been 
awarded justly, according to strict merit. Still it is 
not undeniable that the present mode of award 
may be susceptible of improvement: that while the 
award may rot have been hitherto abused, there 
may be room for possible future abuse. If this is 
true, surely all soldiers should unite in any plan 
which might elevate rather than cheapen the honor 
which 80 many covet. 

Perbaps as good a pian as any might be the ap- 
pointment of a permanent board to decide the ques- 
tion of worthiness, Such a Board might consist of 
four retired officers of high rank, witb the Secretary 
of War as a member and as its chairman ev officio. 
[t should be the duty of the Board to carefully in- 
vestigate all official reports f each year, and to 
select for more careful scrutiny all particular in- 
stauces which tothe Board might seem deserving 
of special! consideration. After a thorough sifting 
of facts the vote of the majority of the Board should 
determine the award. 

Two thousand dollars a year, for clerical labor 
and for incidentals, should cover all possible ex- 
penditures, including mileage and commutation of 
quarters during sessions. Indeed there might be 
no expense whatever beyond mileageand commuta- 
tion, Clerical details from the War Department 
might be ordered without serious interference with 
other War Department duties. And as for the 
members of the Board the honor ef appointment 
to a position implying the possession of such high 
personal character, and requiring such judgment, 
delicacy and tact, should more than compensate for 
attendant personal trouble and labor. 

Perbaps the award of the medal should be re- 
stricted to two inatances. First, where, in combat, 
tbe life of another is saved, or is attempted to be 
saved, at theimminentrisk of one’s own life. Second, 
where soldier’s ‘duty is performed which requires 
higbest skill and judgment combined witb most un- 
flinching courage. Perhaps the gallantry of Day, 
93h Cav.—who floaliy was awarded a medal—may 
illustrate the meaning of one instance. Toe courage 
of Gatewood, 6th Cav., during the latter days of the 
Geronimo campaign, might aptly illustrate the 
otber instance, although Gatewood has so far failed 
to receive a medal. 

Certainly in awarding the medal the bravery or 
gallantry deemed deserving of distinction should 
be conspicuous of ita kind. A difference must be 
recognized betwe-n conspicuous gallantry or con- 
spicuous bravery and faithful conduct, or mere 
bravery. This difference is, probably, more easily 
diecernible in deeds of actual war than in affairs 
which pertain to days of comparative peace. During 
peace time a correct decision is much more difficult. 
Our [nian campaigns afford an excellent illustra- 
tion. Because of infrequenoy all things become 
magnified; episodes too frequently acquire the 
digbity of events, duty and gallantry seem cto» often 
to be confounded. If an officer, commanding no 
matter what size outfit, happens, either through 
skill or accident, to run against, or to get a fignot 
out of, a half dozen or more Indians, the mere act 
or accident, however fruitiess the meeting or fight, 
seems to demand, at lowest, mention in general 
orders or arecommendation for brevet. A successful 
fight seems to deserve much higher honors—and this 
no matter how inferior in numbers, or ,in anything 
else, muy be the hostiles engaged. 

There is no doubt sound sense in giving great 
credit for most of our Indian affairs. Those of us 
who have had alittleexperience realize how difficulr. 
it is to run against—even accidentally, to corner, or 
to surround, the average North American Indian— 
whether be be browsing around western prairies or 
climbing western wountains. [tis work, perbaps, 
vastly more difficult, and often more hazardous, in 
actual hardship and in frequent danger, than any 
work which. belongs to civilized war. Perhaps, too. 
it may be work resulting in good, and in lasting 
good, to the nation at large; but as a rule, is not 
work of this sort, chiefly, it not entirely, hard and 
dangerous duty? Asarule, should not commenda- 
tion in reports and in orders, usually most generously 
given, be suffivient military recompense? The 
medal's conspicuous gallantry is not a Decessary co- 
existent even whoen the duty is best done, Still, 
that the customary exceptions to the rule do exist, 
that instances of conspicuous gallantry in Indian 
campaigns bave been frequent, the history of only 
the past twenty-seven yeurs furnishes abundant ex- 
amples. Simply, there should be no overdoing this 
matter. No sort of war is crowded with real heroes. 
To Indian as to civilized warfare the same simple 
teat should apply. No mistake should be made in 
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of doubt should cloud the lustre of the medal.

First, it might secure uniformity in awarding 
the meda!); second, the award would be rendered 
speedily, not after years of waiting, but while fauts 
and incidents are not yet practically forgotten; 
third, the Board’s daty being to search for and dis- 
cover men wortby of award, anything like iodirect 
application or solicitation for the honor would be 
obviated, a recourse too often necessary at present 
to obtain deserved recognition, but which must be 
pecularly mortifying to true soldierly sririt, and 
must rob the medal, when won in that wa7, of a 
great portion of its true value.

THREE THINGS NEEDED. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THERE are, among other things, three at least, 
deserving of prompt recognition and legislation: 

1. Toat officers in their own arms of the Service, 
being in future advanced to higher grades, prefer- 
ment shall be given based upon original entry into 
service, whether volunteer or regular. This will, ina 
measure, remedy the injustice,and do away with 
the unpleasant feeling of being ranked by men 
who entered the Service years later. For an officer 
to enter the Regular Army from the volunteers after 
a four years’ war service, and to find himself junior 
to many who have had no service—or to be ranked 
by years, owing to an accidental, quicker regimental 
promotion—is all wrong. A. T. Smith, the Senior 
Lieutenant-Colonel of Infantry, ranks by service 
uearly every colonel in the Infantry. Wortb, who 
is the 5°h Major, ranks all above him by service. 
Lieut. Baldwin, of the 7th Cavalry, stands No. 89, 
and is ranked by over sixty lieutenaots, before 
whom he entered the Service; andin many cases 
over seven years. These cases of injustice might be 
multiplied, sufficiently so as to obtain necessary 
legislation, notwithstanding any red tape clerical 
objections of the War Department. 

2. That volunteer brevets be given the same force 
and status as those in the Regular Service. The 
argument made by the War Department that vol- 
unteer brevets should not be considered, as they 
were giyen indiscrimisately,ard not as regular 
brevets by a board of officers, will not hold.

uestionable whether the Military Committees of the 

ouse and Senate, many of whom hold volunteer 
brevets, will agree wita the ruling of the War De- 
partment, or the depreciation of the volunteer 
brevet. 

8. That some action be taken upon the recommen- 
dation concerning the giving of ** lndian brevete,”’ 
or that the law allowing same be annulled—for as it 
now stands, it would seem no one could be found 
worthy of the honor to be conferred—and thus 
discredit is cast upon the existence of a law which 
can pot be properly and promptly carried out. 
When Lndian service was so fully recognized by Gens. 
Sherman, Sheridan, Crook, and Miles, it would 
seem that legisiators,and others should see that 
justice 1s promptly done before all the worthy reci- 
pients are in the “ Indian Hunting Grounds.” 








MOVEMENT OF TROOPS, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of Dec. 3, 1892, you gave a statement 
of the time served by regiments in various depart- 
ments since the war. The statementis very inter- 
esting at this time when 80 many regimentsare ex 
pecting a “move” pextsummer. It shows how use 
less it is to anticipate a change because of the length 
of service a regiment bas hadinany part of the 
country, or the number of its previous **moves.” 

Of the cavalry, the 31 and 5th lead in having the 
most moves, each having five. The most fortu 
nate, or unfortunate as the regiment may consider 
it, is the 1st with ooly three moves during 26 years. 

In the artillery the regiments have about kept 
even; lst, 31 and 5tb, five each; 23 and 4th, four each. 
Toe infantry changes have not been as uniform as 
the artillery. Seven have seen service on the lakes, 
fourteen served in Texas and thirteen in Dakota, 
sixteen have keptout of Arizonaand eighteen out ef 
New Mexico. The 8th made its eighth move in 1886 
end Janded in Nebraska and Wyoming and capiturea 
the prize as the moving regimen: of the Army and 
is now, very likely, expecting orders to move next 
summer. I[t bas been very fortunate to be given 
such opportupities to study the geography of the 
country.
